Camp Lyeberose had been built up in 19))9 at a cost of Di, east 3,000,000 
and had been enlarved in 1950 at a cost of DM east 800,000, It served 
as sumer camp for a division which was stationed in Fuerstenwalde and 
Fpankfurt/Oder, Luring the winter months the division headquarters was 
Located in the Vionier Kaserne, Fuerstenwalde, scavth of the Fuersten= 
walde-Frankfurt/Oder railroad line. Officers of the division headquarters
